‘NITED STATES SECRETARY 
of State Dean Rusk emerged 

in''a role this week akin .to that of 
his‘late predecessor, Secretary John 
Féster Dulles, with a call to the 
Affierican people to’ join in an 
Armageddon against the hostile 
forces of communism (Chinese 
rather than Russian, this time) 
which threaten “catastrophe for all 
mankind.” 

Under questioning, Mr. Rusk re- 
fused to label his policy “contain- 
ment” of China and he declared that 
the United States was not nominat- 
ing itself as “the policeman for all 
Asia”. But’ the< views hé-expressed 
made it ¢lear that this would-be the 
net result “of his policies. Mr. Rusk 
apparently believes fervently that 
communisin is évil and expansionist 
and that'the United States must lead 
the forces of good to check its ag- 
gressive intentions. 

The Secretary at his press con- 
ference raised the spectre of the 
world facing,.a few years hence, “a 
billion Chinese . . . armed with nu- 
cléar weapons, with no cértainty 
apout what their attitude toward the 
rést of Asia will be’. America’s-real 
purpose in Asia was perhaps reveal- 
ed when Mr. Rusk said, “We are not

picking out Peking as some sort of 
special enemy. Peking has nominat- 
ed itself by proclaiming a militant 
doctrine of world revolution and do- 
ing something about it.” - 

Mr. Rusk’s performance can be 
seen as a major attempt to rally 
the nation to the administration’s 
Vietnam and Asian policy in the face 
of the rising tide of dissent. 

Perhaps most significant of all, 
Mr. Rusk made it plain that so long 
as President Johnson accepts his 
advice any attempts to negotiate an 
end to the Vietnam war short of 
virtual surrender by Hanoi will not 
be acceptable to the United States. 

The Secretary’s blunt statement 
of his credo presents would - be 
peace-makers with a seemingly hope- 
less task and the world with a dis- 
mal prospect. So long as the Presi- 
dent heeds Mr. Rusk there is little 
hope of ending the Vietnam war by 
compromise. Indeed, a further esca- 
lation of the conflict would seem to 
be inevitable and, with Peking and 
the “billion Chinese armed with nu- 
clear weapons” as the frankly re- 
vealed enemy, the “catastrophe for 
all mankind” which Mr. Rusk pur- 
ports to be checking could instead 
be moving closer.

An Unorthodox Budget Approach by Mr. Hamilton 


most unorthodox contribution to’ 
the budget debate was probably the 
speech of Mr. Alvin Hamilton on 
Tuesday. Its significanee is not clear 
s because at no point 
did the former minis- 
ter- indicate that he 
was enunciating Con- 
servative policy. Mr. 
Hamilton began, rea- 
sonably enough, by 
observing. that the 
Keynesian doctrines, 
said to have inspired 
governments since 
the war, were in fact 
worked out with the 
the United Kingdom 
particularly in mind. They are not 
necessarily well designed for our pur- 
poses because Canadian conditions differ 
in important respects from those of 
Britain. 


experience of 


To illustrate this point, Mr. Hamilton 
noted that Britian is an essentially 
hamogeneous country, a country very 
sophisticated in its industry, an importer 
of raw material and exporter of finished 
goods, and a country which, over most of 
its economic history, has had a surplus 
in external account and has been able, in 
consequence, to export capital. None of 
these otservations apply to Canada, at 
least to the same degree. It might be 
added -that Britain is also a unitary- 
kingdom which makes a great difference 
in so far as fiscal policy is concerned. 

This criticism assumes; however, that 
Canadian . governments have in’ fact 
followed Lord Keynes. This is strange 
because no finance minister in a mixed 
decade, which has included the most 
prosperous years in our history, has ever 
reported a budget surplus. The utmost 
now considered tolerable is a balance on 


a national accounts basis. If there is a 
choice, it is between a large deficit and a 
small cne. What surely has been added 
to Keynes is a belief.in the virtue of 
marginal! inflation (say two to three per 
cent a year) as a generator of economic 
progress. 


Mr. Hamilton then addressed himself 
to the problem of regionalism. There is 
not likely to be much quarrel with his 
diagnosis; the trouble is with the 
proposed remedy. As he complained, 
there may be heavy inflationary pres- 
sure in particular areas, principally the 
great industrial cities, while in others 
there is a surplus of manpower or 
productive capacity. (It does not follow, 
however, that the effects of inflation are 
limited to these cities because a great 
many prices are set on a national basis, 
with variations for transport costs.) 


Selective Policy 


The remedy, according to Mr. Hamil- 
ton, is selectivity in the application of 
monetary and fiscal policy; selectivity 
by regions and by industries. Evidently 
this would be achieved by making the 
loan polity of the chartered banks 
conform to.the government's reading of 
the economic temperature in each of th 
various regions. : 

This seems very dangerous in theory 
and quite-unworkable in practice. Fiscal 
policy is obviously subject to regional 
political pressures now. Why expose 
monetary policy to the same pressures? 
Im any case, money is not like water 
(except in the way it is spent by 
governments); it flows uphill to the 
highest interest rates. This is why 
Canada as an importer of capital must 
maintain rates higher than those prevail- 
ing in the United States. 


FROM UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


Any attempt to hold down rates in 
underdeveloped areas (except, as hap- 
pens now, by subsidizing various groups) 


‘would surely have the effect of channel- 


ling even more investment into the cities 
feeling the inflationary pressure. Mr. 
Hamilton said: ‘“‘All I know is that 
nothing of this kind is being done at the 
present time and there is no harm in 
trying.”’ The probability is that a good 
deal of harm would be done and this, 
presumably, is why nothing along these 
lines is currently being | attempted. 

For if it were otherwise the present 
government—with heavy support from 
the very areas which are feeling the 
inflationary pinch — would, have. the 
strongest reasons of self-preservation for 
experimenting along the lines suggested. 

In another referenée to Keynesian 
policies, Mr... Hamilton indicated a 
difficulty which is undoubtedly real. This 
is the. time lag between the action (a 
change in bank rate, for example) and 
the impact. It also makes for difficulty 
in budgeting since a minister may 
propose remedies for an inflationary 
situation when in fact a correction has 
already set in. 


Power to Move 


To meet this situation Mr. Hamilton 
would go very far as the following 
extracts will show: ’ 

“I suggest that the time has now 
come and that in the next budget the 
House should be asked by the minister of 
finance, if he is a responsible minister, 
to give him the power to move, with 
timing suited to the need, so as to check 
the economy by, if necessary, slowing it 
down in any particular sector.” 

Government action should not be 
made retroactive. “I suggest . . . that in 
future power be given'the minister in 


‘eritics who were outraged, 


our budget legislation to make moves 
either backwards or forwards in the 
same fiscal year; and further that, if 
Parliament is equally responsible, .it 
should grant the minister these powers."’ 

Mr. Hamilton added that: “‘We know 
enough now about controlling the econ- 
omy through the actions of governments 
that we can trust to the ability of those 
who are guiding the minister to use the 
appropriate measures quickly and effec- 
tively — if they can be stopped and 
started — and particularly if industry 
knows in advance what the measures 
might be." 


Economic Grounds 


There is certainly a case for this on 
economic grounds. But Parliament has 
always been extremely jealous of 
delegating such powers to ministers and 
it is much to be doubted that some of the 
more prominent Conservative watch-dogs 
would accept anything of this character 
without a struggle. They have not in ‘the 
past been anxious to confide anything 
like -such trust in those who guide 
ministers. After all, Mr. Benson presum- 
ably had the. benefit of such guidance 
when he uncovered the piggy banks that 
ended a debate on interim supply. This 
in no way appeased the Conservative 
and ‘not 
without reason. 

It will be interesting to see how much 
of the speech was policy and how much 
Mr. Hamilton. In at least one respect, as 
Mr. Benson afterwards showed, the 
former minister was wrong. Mr. Hamil- 
ton assumed that the government is 
“heavily pruning costs.’’ As the president 
of the treasury board emphasized, the 
existing budget is “quite appropriate for 
the existing fiscal year” and the paring 
is for 1968-69. 


Overplaying the Self-Appointed Role’ of Underdog 


NE of mankind's more attractive 
characteristics — instinctive sym- 
pathy -for an underdog — has been 
getting in the way. of diplomacy of late 
and, on _ occasion, 
thoroughly bedeviling 
world affaris, Bene- 
ficiaries of such 
sympathy. have 
ranged -from_ the 
North’ Vietnamese, 
who are _ dodging 
American bombs, to 
the West Germans 
and Indians, who are 
: dodging exclusion 
Frye from, the ‘nuclear 
club"; and from Ibo tribesmen of break- 
away Biafra, who face slaughter from 
the Nigerian army, to the Boston Red 
Sox, who know just how the Biafrans 
must feel. 

The trouble with sympathy for an 
underdog, however, is that the candidate 
is not always wisely chosen. 

North Vietnam is scarcely an authen- 
tic claimant. Hanoi is-much more like 
the child who came weeping to his 
mother with the whimpered complaint, 
“Johnny hit me back.’ 

In point of fact, the United States has 
offered to halt the. bombing of North 
Vietnam in return for nothing more than 
a promise of peace negotiations — and 
Hanoi won't be pinned down, even on 
that. (President Johnson “assumes” the 
enemy would not take military advan- 
tage of the halt.) ; 

For more than 2 countries in the 
United.Nations to call for a cessation of 
the bombing ‘in these circumstances is 
one of the more remarkable perversions 
of the underdog cult. 

At Geneva, in 17-nation disarmament 
talks, countries not members~ of the 
“nuclear club’? have long sought to claim 
they would be ‘discriminated against’’ if 
they were not allowed to build or buy the 
A-bomb. 


“Equality of sacrifice!” they say — 
meaning that present “‘club’’ members 
must simultaneously give up their 
bombs. 

Since ‘total nuclear. disarmament by 
the Big Five is not going to happen, and 
could not be effectively policed if it did 
— facilities for hiding nuclear weapons 
being what they are — this is simply a 
dodge, a. bid to escape responsibility for 
sabotaging the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty which is under negotiation. 

Small powers have been getting away 
with this act for quite a while but time 
is running out. Both the United States 
and the Soviet Union voiced exasperation 
this past week. 


Nature 


The truth is. that Washington and 
Moscow-are agreed on all essentials of 
one of the world’s most significant arms- 
control measures — even on inspection 
provisions, which are embodied in an as- 
yet-unpublished article of the draft 
treaty. 

They have not said so publicly, 
because that would constitute an appeal 
to world opinion over the heads of the 
small powers — and the Big Two have 
hoped ‘to win. their voluntary co- 
operation. But Washington and Moscow 
are not likely to remain silent much 
longer. 

When world opinion fully realizes 
what is happentng, and finds_out that a

Those who go out to John Dean Park, 
Mt. Newton, and wander along the old 
trails, will find many things of interest. 

On the -way up the road, the shrubs 
and trees have almost hidden the stone 
pillars that were put up in 1938 when the 
road was built. 

Ramble around the area where the 
old cabin once stood. Here you can find 
traces of plants that were introduced. 
There are fine holly trees growing by the 
edge of the bush. Some of them are over 
20 feet tall. Here there is English ivy 
now growing among the rocks and over 
the old stumps. 

There are a few apple tree seedlings, 
which have no doubt spread out fromm the 
old tree that bore fruit but has. been eut 
down. — 

” It seems a pity that the old log house 
has been torn down, for it was one of the 
landmarks of the mountain and all the 
material was hauled up-over tie rugged 
trail by horses. 

The boxed-in spring at the foot of the 


draw is still running and clean fresh 
water bubbles up from the earth. 

If one looks hard enough he can find 
traces of the old trail that led down to 
Mt. Newton Cross Road. From the ridge 
you can look down. and see the old 
Church of St. Stephen. 

Take the trail going north from the 
old site and you will come to the picnic 
area, The very old Douglas fir there was 
called His Majesty by the late Mr. Dean. 

Along the trail there are very many 
dogwocd trees growing, perhaps one of 
the heaviest concentrations of this 
beautiful tree anywhere on the peninsula.

But Prime Minister Ian Smith has 
been able to win enough sympathy, here 
and there — especially in Europe — to 
provide a moral shield’ behind which 
evasion of-UN sanctions has been taking . 
place. 

The effect is' a serious setback to 
world order. It is # Teal jolt that 
economic sanctions — virtually the only 
significant weapon yet developed for the 
UN armory — should be thus discredited 
in so many eyes. This, of course, is 
precisely what some of the sanctions- 
busters, notably the South Africans, who 
might themselves one day be in the gun 
sights, have in mind, 

The common denominator in Viet 
Nam, at Geneva, in the Middle East and 

in«Rhodesia is that sympathy for - an 
underdog is fine provided ~ the 
beneficiary is not an irfiposter who has 
chosen himself for the role.

‘Vigorous New Debate Ahea

OTTAWA—In the long 
jostling of history, Cana- 
dians have never been 
able to settle a nagging 
question: Whether this 
northern sub - continent 
can | retain its_ political 
sovereignty while espous- 
ing only indistinct and 
not always compatible 
brands of nationalism. 


While attention. this week- 
end -is focused on the meeting 
of provincial Liberals in 
Quebec City, where one set of 
French Canada's nationalistic 
aspirations will be. painfully 
negotiated, nationalism in 
English Canada—a dormant 
force since the humbling of 
Walter Gordon—is re-awaken- 
ing too. The coincidence of the 
two forces surfacing simul- 
taneously could become his- 
torically significant.

One Not Other? 


One of the main objectives. 
of the Pearson government’s 
task ‘force has been to dis- 
associate imported technology 
from direct foreign invest- 
ment. Can Canada, in other 
words, obtain one without the 
other? 

One suggestion for accomp- 
lishing this involves methodg 
by which American. corpora- 
tions would be granted incen- 
tives to rent their patents and 
processes to Canadian com- 
panies, rather than setting up 
subsidiaries of their own. 

Six other specific proposals 
are understood to form the 
nucleus. of the task force's 
approach : 

1. A well documented attack 
on extra-territorial application 
of American laws in Canada, 
such as the Trading with the 
Enemy Act and some specific 
clauses in U:S. anti-trust laws 


which have the effect of 
giving U.S. firms. operating 
here incentives not to sell 


minority interests to Canadian 
shareholders. 
2. A sophisticated defence of 


the. values and. purposes of a 
Canadian Development. Cor- 
poration, charged with provid- 
ing entrepreneurial funds to 
domestic investors not’ other- 
wise available. 

3..A tough and unanswer- 
able case for compelling dis- 
closure of financial operating 
details by the Canadian sub- 
sidiaries of American cor- 
porations and unions. 

4. A strongly-phrased pro- 
posal for listing by American 
parent corporations of 
minority shares in their Ca- 
nadian subsidiaries on -local 
stock exchanges. This might 
require foreign companies to 
divest themselves of approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of their 
equity holdings here. 

(Walter Gordon's previous 
contention that one-quarter of 
these firms’ directors shoyld 
be Canadian citizens has been 
rejected, as has been his 
impractical notion that 25 per

held by Canadian investors.) 

The new. theory is that 
listing of the stocks would 
serve the purpose of forcing 
the disclosure of the Ameri- 
can corporate giants’ basic 
financial details and destroy 
the monolithic nature of their 
control over some of the 
industrial sectors in which 
they operate. 

5. A rejection of tariffs as 
an important factor stimulat- 
ing -Canadian industry. The 


task foree agrees with 
vious- studies that tariffs are

income at least one-third 
lower than their American 


equivalents. 

6. A set of far-reaching 
resolutions aimed at a basic 
re-orientation of Canada’s anti- 
combines legislation, desigried 
mainly to compel competitive 
‘behavior among the U.S. 
industrial oligopolies operating 
here. 

This would include -imagina? 
tive uses of fiscal policy to 
maximize, the Canadian share 
of taxes paid by’ international 
firms with major Canadian 


outlets, as. well as reform of , 


* patent legislation to encourage 


the inflow~of outside tech- 
nology without accompanying 
foreign ownership. 

One of the most significant 
side-effects. of the task force’s 
efforts has been the emer- 
gence within the Canadian 
academic community of a 
hard nucleus of national- 
istically-minded young econo- 
mists, They are determined to. 
challenge the opposing ortho- 
doxy long preached by Harry 
Johnson, the University of 
Chicago and London School of 
Economies professor, whose 


thoughts on the subject have - 


dominated Canadian campus 
debate for a decade. 


Completing Paper 


The task force’s~ cabinet 
paper is now being completed 
by Prof. Melville Watkins of 
the University of Toronto's 
economics department. His 
collaborators include A. -E. 
Safarian and Abraham Rot- 
stein, also from the U of T; 
Bernard Bonin of Montreal; 
W. J. Woodfine of. St. Francis 
Xavier; Gideon Rosenbluth of 
the -University of- British 
Columbia; Stephen Hymer of 
Yale (formerly of McGill) and 
Claude Masson of Harvard 
(formerly of Laval). 

At this point, it remains 
uncertain how. much of the 
task force's specific recom- 
mendations will filter through 
to the legislative stage. But 
enough concrete measures 
will probably survive to 
launch a great new cross- 
country debate on the merits 
and consequences of national- 
ism in both French and ‘Eng- 
lish Canada.

The School Bell Rings, 
The Revolution Halts

From Moscow this week Reuters relayed a 
Tass news agency report that relative calm 
had returned to Peking. The explanation leaves 
me incredulous. The teen- 
age Red Guards have 
returned to school, says the 
story, and the riotous ‘in- 
surgepcy of their support 
for Mao _ Tse-tung. has 
abafed. 

The situation may be as 
Tass and Reuters describe 
it. That is credible What 
seems incredible to me is 
the implication that some- 
one can ring a bell and end 
an apparent revolution. 

The inference I take from the item is that 
somebody said; “All right, kids. Vacation’s 
over. Get back to your books.” 

If this assumption is correct, what went 
before seems to be child exploitation carried to 
the ultimate. The horror of the excesses 
committed in the name of the cultural revolu- 
tion appear to be matched by the callous way 
in which the young people have been used. 

Revolutionaries, as I have conceived them, 
have a goal. You may disagree with it. You 
may be deeply shocked by the inhumanity of 
behaviour, But, as I see it, you expect them to 
have a cause. No doubt, in. the history of 
revolutions or rebellions,..a lot of dupes have 
been drawn into the stream by adroit leaders. 
Accepting that, it is still difficult to visualize 
the process as a flow that can be turned on or 
off like water controlled by a tap, or a 
summer holiday activity that starts and ends 
with the ringing of a bell. 

* * * 

To me such a concept represents the 
complete rejection of adult responsibility to 
the young. The.leaders who stirred teen-agers 
to the extremes attributed to the Red Guards 
may ‘judge that they have accomplished all 
they can with the children as an instrument, or 
that they have reached an impasse which 
makes further utilization of that tool. unpro- 
ductive. But what does it do to the teen-agers? 

The indicated. insensitivity toward the 
ultimate effects of-such exploitation may not; 
however, be a phenomenon peculiar to Red 
Ghina in the long, hot summer just completed. 
How sensitive are we who are shocked by the 
ineidents: on the other: side of the Pacific? 
Probably-a great deal less than we should be. 

On this ‘continent riot and rampage have 
attracted youth in several centres—either

inspired by the attitudes of their elders or 
taking advantage of opportunities to revert to 
an inherent violence, 

Moreover, in the commercial field, shrewd 
Operators have been stimulating an appetite 
for things among the young not_ from any 
desire to improve their material standards but 
purely from a recognition that youth—an ever- 
increasing percentage of our populations—rep- 
resents an important and growing market 
from which profit can be extracted . 

We have come a long way from the child 
labor and exploitation of the earlier days of 
the ‘Industrial Revolution. We protect the 
young from the sweatshop abuses once 
imposed upon them. We insist that they be 
regarded as individuals and have generally 
discarded the idea that their first 10 or 15 
years is a time less of living than of preparing 
for life. we 

* ok * 

But while we havé been trying to encourage 
them to think and act for themselves, have we 
been -negligent in pointing out to. them the 
advantages they can derive from the experi- 
ence of older people—the ones who have made 
their mistakes and, in some cases, learned 
from their errors? In the current surge to give 
them independence, to let them have a larger 
part in directing their own lives, hate we 
failed to point out to them that in order to live 
together people have to observe certain rules, 
even conventions, and exercise self-discipline? 
Are we neglecting to. let them know, in a 
reasonable way, that immaturity can leave 
them without the defences they should have, or 
the judgment that knowledge of the world 
should provide? _ 

Are-we, in fact, abdicating the role. of 
counsellors—and on occasion, imposérs of 
discipline—in a way which leaves them open to 
manipulation as commerce manipulates the 
juvenile market, or as extremists with 
effective techniques manipulate the young to 
serve extremist ends? 

Rejecting many of the values of an earlier 
generation—which certainly has made its 
mistakes and worshipped false . gods—and 
uninstructed as well as_ inexperienced © in 
determining when they are being used for 
ulterior motives, will our free young people 
become excessively vulnerable as the—Red 
Guards seem to have been vulnerable, to the 
machinations of exploiting interests? Are they 
being developed to stop and start at the sound 
of a bell—even in such chancy activities as a 


so-called ‘cultural revolution'’? 
\ 


Ernesto “Che” Guevara, a 
legendary Latin American 
revolutionary figure, met a 
shabby death this week that 
did little to- enhance the 
legénd. 

Guevara was leading a rag- 
tag band of rebels in the wilds 
of Bolivia when he was 
gummed down by an army 
patrol. 

His diary revealed Gue- 
vara's awareness of the 
failure ‘of the Bolivian opera- 
tion and indicated he was 
attempting to flee the country 


when the patrol caught up 
with him. 
Guevara wrote of his 


frustrations in attempting to 
inflame the backward Indian 
peasants of the region to his 
revolutionary cause ; : 
“The inhabitans are as 
impenetrable as stones .. 
you speak to them but in the 


deepness of their eyes you | 


note they do not believe you.” 

If Guevara dreamed of 
martyrdom, Bolivia— seemed 
hardly the place to fulfil his 
destiny. 


Even before Guevara was 
killed the army had cut into 
guerrilla leadership with the 
arrest of French Marxist 
inteHectual Regis Debray, 
now on trial for his life in the 
Bolivian city of Camiri. 

With news of Guevara's 
death Debray abandoned his 


defence against the charges | 


and confessed his involvement 
in the rebel movement, which 
was also said to be confirmed 
in Guevara's diary. 


An opposition threat to 
topple. the government of 
President Charles de—Gaulle 
failed to materialize in the 
French National Assembly 
this week. 

A motion to censure the 
goverament for its economic 
policies was defeated by a 
margin of 38 votes even 
though de Gaulle supporters 
have only a one-seat majority.

A Brilliant 
End Likely 
For Echo-] 


By ANTHONY TUCKER

LONDON One of the 
brightest earth Satellites, 
Echol,. is approaching a 
demise that should be scien- 
tifically valuable and could be 
a stunning show as well. 


Since, after it was launched 
in August, 1960, Echo-1 went 
into a circular orbit 930 miles 
up, it might seem surprising 
that it is likely to come down 
so rapidly, particularly as it 
was’ in a circular orbit 744 
miles up only a month ago. 


But because of the cyclic 
nature of the relationship 
between the satellite, the 
earth and the sun, Echo-1 has 
an orbit Which changes yearly 
from circular, to elliptic, and 
back again to circular. 


484 Miles 


During its last elliptic phase 
its perigee height dropped to 
484 miles, from which it- was 
able to recover in spite of the 
effect of air drag. It is now 


thought that, -in January or. 
February, it will reach a 
perigee ‘height - of only 310«= 
miles, 

Once it gets so far into the 


atmosphere it will not re- 
cover. Tis end wil be sudden, 
unpredictable and brilliant. 


How brilliant no one knows, 
for in spite of its ° size—an 
aluminiumized plastic balloon 
98 feet in diameter—it weighs 
only about 150 pounds. Since it 
is not.a rigid structure like 
Echo-II, it may well deform 
and spin frantically before it 
finally burns up. Indeed, what 
has been for six and a- half 
years a steady starlike object, 
rather brighter than the Pole 
Star, may suddenly: become 
much dimmer and flash 
irregularly. 


Last Stages 


This will be only during the 
final stages of decay, although 
unpredictable irregularities of 
orbit are likely to start and to 
get worse during the weeks 
preceding this. At the moment 
predictions are unlikely to be 
more than about five minutes 
owt and, because Echo-I can 
be seen easily, it seems likely 
to provide the first fully 


observed decay of an earth 
satellite. 
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Rabid Separatists Trial 


To Majority in Quebec

(Mr. Edge two years ago moved his family from Winnipeg to Quebec. This is the second 


of three articles giving his observations of the French-English problem in Canada, which he 


sees as primarily one of communication.) 

“Why don’t you white 
language?’ 

The young man who said that*to me was a 
French Canadian separatist who lives in a 
small village in the ‘‘Little .Alps’’ that are 
Quebec’s Laurentian mountains, 

I had been speaking to another French 
Canadian in English, and he had. taken 
exception to my not speaking French. He also 
took exception to his fellow French Canadian 
speaking to mé in English. 

It is rabid separatists such as these that 
are a great source of embarrassment+to, the 
overwhelming majority of French Canadians. 

The French Canadian is determined to 
make Canada a truly bilingual and bicultural 
country, or to isolate -himself politically or 
ideologically if he can't accomplish this. But 
he does not believe in. the ignorance and the 
belligerence of the militant separatist. 

It pains him when English Canadians talk 
of Quebec “‘bomb-throwers’’ and the English 
language press throughout the rest: of Canada 
quotes at length on violent separatism. 

“Tt is -unfortunate,” said. Jean—Paul,. the 

owner of a small, Alpine-like hotel in- the 
Laurentian - ski country, “that a few small 
minds have the biggest mouths and make the 
loudest headlines.” 
« With a few exceptions, the separatist 
movement in Quebec is made up of the French 
Canadian student element and not even all of 
that is committed to separatism—certainly not 
“tO militant separatism. 

“A student,” Jean Paul said, “has to be a 
rebel.” He shrugged. “It is the nature of a 
student. If be weren’t a separatist, he would 
be a Communist. If the sign he carried didn’t 
read ‘Down with the English in Canada,’ it 
would read ‘Down with the Americans in 
Vietnam.’ :

No Time for Separatism 


“When the separatist graduates and he has 
to make his own living—when he gets married 
and the. babies start to- come—then he stops 
being a separatist. It takes him all his time 
and effort to be a good husband and father.” 

This is, of course, an over-simplification. 

The bombs that have gone off in Quebec 
mailboxes. are very real bombs and the 
radicals who have put them there are the hard 
core of the very real, if very small, militant 
French Canadian separatist movement, 

There is no pat answer to this. French 
Canadians like Jean Paul answer only, and 

’ typically, with an eloquent Gallic shrug.'There 
are hoodlums everywhere,”’ he says. ‘Herein 
Quebec, they call themselves separatists.”’ 

The adult, intellectual separatist is some- 
thing. else again. He is not a violent man, 
Violence ‘he considers to be . beneath his 
dignity, but he is fully dedicated to the fact, 
and not just the principle, of one flag, one 
people,-two-languages, 

If this can be achieved throughout Canada; 
if he can speak to any fellow Canadian from 


man’s , 


Newfougndland to’ B.C. in French. and be 
answered in French, even though the conversa- 
tion might just as easily swing into English, 
then he will no longer be a separatist. 

True bilingualism and -biculturalism through- 
out all of Canada are.’ his conditions. 
Otherwise, he is committed to the establish- 
ment of Quebec as an independent state. : 

One . of the most ..difficult things for a 
newcomer to understand about today’s French 
Canadian is that he is at least as antagonistic 
towards France as he is towards England, as 
both apply to Canada. 

The Queen “is English Canada's queen, not 
his. But neither is Charles de Gaulle, president 
of, France, his president, 

Gen, de Gaulle’s now-famous ‘Vive le 
Quebec libre’ drew resounding cheers from 
the student and radical’ separatist factions” in 
Quebec during his recent visit, 

It was a high source of amusement for 
most Quebecers, French and English Canadian 
alike, who instantly recognized a great 
showman: and who enjoy a good joke at least 
as much as Canadians throughout the rest of 
Canada—especially ‘a political joke. 

“It's a great time for the general to be 
coming around to offer help from France," 
French Canadians observed laconically. “‘He’s 
only. about 125 years late ..."" 


Making Political Hay 


In Gen, de-Gaulle’s words, however,-and the 
uproar they caused among English Canadians, 
intrepid French Canadians gleefully saw =a 
great way to make political hay. 

Much as Cuba’s Fidel Castro played off the 
Russians: against the Americans to further his 
own country’s ends, Quebecers are quite 


prepared to play off France against the mére’ 


obstinate. elements of English Canada. 

It is not only the majority French Canadian 
element in Quebec that feels that it is time for 
change in Canada’s national character. I found 
in my two years in ‘‘La Belle Province” that 
English Canadians, too, — with the obvious 
exception of the “old guard’? — believe that 
Canada’s destiny is as a truly bilingual and 
bicultural nation’ 

And why not? they ask. To be fully 
conversant in both French and English is to be 
better educated, and therefore a more whole 
person. ' i 

“What have you. got against making 
yourselves better educated, more cultured? 
What great sense of insecurity makes you 
want to hold on so tightly to your English 
tongue io the exclusion of the language spoken 
by such a great mass. of your fellow 
Canadians?" 

Today, such questions and arguments are 
little “more than an exercise in futility. 
Quebecers, both French and English, intend-to 
make Quebec a~showcase of the practised 
principle of: “one “flag, one people, _ two. 
languages.” The as yet unanswerable question 
is whether or not it will be the flag of Canada.

Thave just met the author of 
a book I reviewed earlier this 
year. Such encounters can be 
tricky, but Cicely Louise Evans 
was most wil-

When I asked who might be 
the stars, Miss Evans replied, 
“There's always Richard Bur- 
ton and Elizabeth Taylor — 
well, Burton anyway,” 

“The Newel Post-is about a 
middle-aged couple who re- 
cover from their past mis- 
takes and find-that-it-is never 
too tate for fove: The “most 
vibrant character is the man, 
Stanning, whose impulsive, no- 
nonsense. enjoyment of life 
gradually breaks down the 
barriers Charlotte has built 
against love. ; 


Miss Evans says that what 


she wanted to convey was the 
idea that change is essential 
to happiness, that people can 
experience again ‘‘the clear, 
ecstatic sort of happiness we 
felt when we were young,” if 
only they have courage to 
face whatever. inner hurt or 
fear might be blocking 
growth, 

“T tried to show in the book 
that someone who was too 
busy, perhaps even too unsel- 
fish, to indulge in the pain of 
loss at the beginning had to 
go back through that pain to 
be able to accept happiness 
again.” 

In some respects, Miss 
Evans is a latter-day Law- 
rence. 

Her novel is prefaced with 
the quotation ‘‘at every stage 
of the human condition, the 
body is trying to tell us who 
and what we are.’’ Charlotte 
had refused to listen; she had 
arranged her life with her 
mind and professed to be 
satisfied with it, but it was a 
purely static existence and it 


resulted -in nervous break- 
down. 

e 
Miss Evans. emphatically 


refuses to set an age limit on 
the experierice of love. 


“I don’t think it matters 
that young people have this 
blindness about their elders, 
but I think it is tragic if older 
people themselves think it: is 
too late to fall in love. Even 
in their sixties.” 

My own criticism of the 
novel involved the use of the 
newel post as an object of 
religious significance. 


Miss Evans was chivalrous, 
but felt that reviewers gener- 
ally had missed the point or 
had not tried to sympathize 
with her intention. 

She herself has a sense of 
there being many occurrences« 
in life that cannot be ration- 
ally explained. She is keenly 
interested in extra-sensory 
perception and other psychic 
phenomena and feels that 
there is a depth to man’s 
character in this respect 
“which makes him more 
powerful. and far-reaching 
than modern fiction tells us he 
is’ 


What I thought particularly 


“Well done in The Newel Post 


was the pelationship between 
Charlotte’ and her. daughter. 
That the author should have 
captured so well the implica- 
tions of parental responsibility 
is not surprising — she is 
herself the mother of four 
children. 


The demands of home and 
family have kept her from 
writing for 15 years or so, but 
now that she has started 
again she is wasting no time. 
Her second novel, Nemesis 
Wife, set in England just after 
the war, will soon be pub- 
lished by Doubleday, 

These are Miss Evans’ first 
novels but by no means her 
first publications. 

She has written stories, 
articles and broadcast talks, 


and as a teenager contributed © 


“an anti-war play" to Eight 
New One-Act Plays of 1935, 
along with such writers as 


Ernst Toller, Lawrence 
Housman and Ivor Brown.

Cicely Louise Evans is a 
native of Edmonton . (‘The 
only really bad reviews of my 
novel came from Edmonton"’)- 
but she now lives in Victoria. 

She is one of many authors 
who find, and make, this city 
an exciting place -to be.

“‘Maybe when I've written it 
all down, an unbearable bur- 
den of some kind will fall 
from my shoulders at last and 
then” my real life will begin 
. . . I’ve grown so weary of 
this weight.

It is in this way, as one 
woman's confused attempt to 
find meaning in her early life 
and as.an effort to overcome 
that. knowledge, that the let- 
ters of Stalin’s daughter are 
likely to be of lasting import- 
ance.

There are no state secrets, 

The Politburo can rest easy, 
for the book could not possibly 
have been masterminded by 
the CIA. 

Instead, it offers a unique 
and extraordinary glimpse 
behind the scenes of power as 
seen through the-eyes of a 
bewildered and _ frightened 
child: a chillingly . simple 
picture of the Ionéliness at the 
centre of the revolutionary 
maelstrom. 

These 20 letters were writ- 
ten in 35 days during the 
summer of 1963 at a holiday 
retreat near Moscow. er 

For personal reasons. Mrs. 
Alliluyeva makes no mention 
of her third (and happy) 
marriage,-nor does she ex- 
plain directly what led to her 
self-exile from Russia. Yet the 
answers are there. 

One feels that this book was 
a necessary ‘step in freeing 
the author from the past, as 
she wrestles with the ghosts 
of her father and mother. 
That struggle has not yet been 
completed, however. Both 
parents remain strangely 
ambiguous figures. 


How could the ‘‘dear little 
papa” who loved her and 
wrote clumsily affectionate 
notes to his “‘little sparrow” 
have been the same man who 
sent thousands to their deaths 
during the Terror? 

Stalin’s psychotic moodiriess 
brought disaster to everyone 
around Svetlana. 

Yet papa Stalin and Stalin 
the ruler remain strangely 
detached from one another. 

Svetlana reports the “facts

and then explains that 
“People were a lot more 
honest and emotional in those 
days. If. they didn’t liké the 
way it was, they shot them- 
selves."’ 


It takes her longer to come 
face to face with her mother. 

Ironically, Svetlana only 
learnt of her mother's suicide 
some 10 years afterwards by 
reading an American maga- 
zine. The pain that death 
caused is evident from _ the 
way. her account of it is 
delayed until she can avoid it 
no longer. 

Her mother emerges as the 
shining influence of the house- 
hold without whom ‘nothing 
was the same. Life was 
changed out of all recogni- 
tion.” 

Yet Mrs. Alliluyeva seems 
strangely unaware of , the 
incongruity of her. feelings. 

Her exotic mother, with the 
slender hands and the dark, 
southern eyes, busied herself 
with the affairs. of the “Party 
and was seldom with her 
children. Unlike Papa who 
spoiled and comforted his 
young daughter, the mother 
was a distant Figure: ‘I 
cannot recall her kissing or 
caressing me ever.” 


Beneath the book's contra- 
dictory surface, Svetlana has 
her owr. explanation of what 
happened. She attributes her 
mother’s death to her dejec- 
tion over the dissipation of the 
old revolutionary spirit as

Here Is a Novel

John Wain has survived the 
disastrous publication of his 
second novel, Living in the 
Present, 

He has' also survived the 
conspiracy <by dull-witted 
British journalists to confound 
his integrity with Kingsley 
Amis’s and Iris Murdoch’s in 
a weird sort of Angry Trinity. 

What-had lately begun to 
worry-his admirers a little, I 
think, was his ability to 
survive into posterity as 
something other than a poet 
—at least as regards his best 
and most congenial work. 


No one, I hope, will care to 
maintain ‘that his fiction has 
been poor. But, good as they 
afte, books like. The Con- 
tenders and Strike the Father 


-Dead might have been written 


by any gifted successor to 
Arnold Bennett, or even J. B. 
Priestley. 

At their artistic centre is 
something not unlike stolidity; 
plainly the writing of them 
failed to challenge and 
quicken the full scope of the 
talent evidenced in Wain's 
poems. 

Now “conies “The “Smaller 
Sky, a strange, almost Camus- 
like account of what results 
when a disillusioned scientist 
gives up his home life and his 
work. and seeks shelter 
instead, -tensely anonymous;

In consequence, be des- 
troyed everyone who had ever 
been associated with his wife: 

Obviously. the author is too 
emotionally entangled with 
the events to arrive at a 
dispassionate- judgement. 

As she herself admits,

Yet two things stand out 
very clearly. 

Firstly, there is her portrait 
of the aging Stalin, the victim 
of his own giant power. 

If her mother died because 
of her disillusionment, then 
her father ended in the same 
way. 

Alienated by the greed of 
his fellow Party members, he 
shut himself up in one room 
that did duty as an office, 
dining room and _ bedroom. 
Oppressed by his mythic 
reputation, he was unable to 
travel in his beloved Georgia 
because of the hysteria of 
pressing crowds of worship- 
pers. He died in tragic 
isolation. 


Even more important are 
the qualities of Svetlana her- 
self. 

Through all’ the details: of 
blood and fear one wonders 
how her spirit did not crack 
too. 

She is extraordinarily self- 
effacing and invites no sym- 
pathy for her own role in the 
events she describes, yet the 
impression she gives is one of 
enduring innocence. 


She believes firmly that 
man “cannot live without 
God,” a naturalistic deity 


whose presence she finds in 
the Russian countryside and 
in the beautiful faces of the 
first revolutionaries. 

Despite the bitterness of her 
childhood and her defection to 
the West, Svetlana Alliluyeva 
remains triumphantly herself 
and a Russian.

Events from around the world make us aware 


that many countries, both new nations and old, face 
the problem which Canadians know as national 


unity. 


It-is the problem of building-a-sense of 


national identity among the widely disparate groups 
which make up the population. 

In this book, Mildred Schwartz, herself a Cana- 
dian, examines our success in establishing a national 
consensus. Recent developments in the province of 
Quebec, if not the celebration marking one hundred 
years of confederation, give the study particular 


relevance. 


Schwartz finds her basic data in materials 
collected over a period of 20 years by various public _ 
opinion poll organizations. The specific topics polled 
are classified into those relating to national symbols, 
to internal problems and to external relations. 

While she is interested in seeking any shift in 
opinion over time, her main focus is upon discover- 
ing whether there is general agreement in the way 
these matters are viewed at any time or, alterna- 
tively whether because of regional, ethnic-religious,— 
social class or other factors, such a consensus is

The defence said it will call 
the bulk of its witnesses today in 
an attempt to punch holes in the 
justice department’s case.

Defence witness Alfred Keene 
testified he worked with a Jim 
Jordan in Gulfport, La., in-‘Octo- 
ber, 1964. Keene said Jordan 
told him that he—Jordan—shot 
two white civil rights workers 
and a Negro on a June night 
near Philadelphia. 

He‘ said Jordan told him that} 
he. killed the two white men in| 
the back seat of their station 
wagon and the Negro as he was| 
running from the car. 

The bullet-riddled bodies of 
Michael Schwerner, 24, and An- 
drew Goodman, 20, white New 
Yorkers, and Chaney were found 
buried in an earthen dam on 
Aug. 4, 1964, after a 44-day 
search, 

Their charred station wagon 
was found June 23, 1964, about 
13 miles north of Philadelphia. 

The defendants are charged 
under an 1870 law with conspir- 
ing to violate the civil rights of 
the three slain workers. No state 
charges were ever filed. State 
officials have contended that the| 
FBI refused to provide evidence 
necessary to prosecute.

The care and feeding of elderly persons in the 
capital region of Greater Victoria should be held 
up as an example to the rest of Canada. 


A bad example. 


At best it’s a case: of community indifference, At, worst 
{t's a scandal that’s growing worse each day. 

That's not a blanket condemnation of private hospitals 
and boarding homes in this area. Within the confines of. the 
rules they work under, most of them claim to be doing the 
best they can. 


Depending upon the financial resources »of the patient, 
excellent care is available, often from dedicated people. And 
the days of the ‘‘snake pit’’ homes for the elderly are largely 
in the past. 4 

The scandal lies in the fact that large numbers of elderly 
patients can’t afford the system we've created for their 
accommodation, 

The nub of the problem is that medical science makes 
people live longer today. But society hasn't been able to cope 
with ‘the problem of their care. 


That's the studied opinion not only of the writer but of 
many social workers, hospital officials and a large and 
pathetically helpless group of the more than 2,000 residents of 
our homes and hospitals for the aged.

Honor Thy Pioneers... | 
As Long as They Can Pay 


By PETE LOUDON 


The care and feeding of elderly persons in the 
capital region of Greater Victoria should be held 
up. as_an example to the rest of Canada. 


A bad example. 


At best it's a case of community indifference. 
it’s a scandal that’s growing worse: each day. * 

That's not a blanket condemnation of private hospitals 
and boarding homes in this area. Within the confines of the 
rules they work under, most of them claim to be doing the 
best they can. 


Depending upon the financial resources of the. patient, 
excellent care is available, often from dedicated people. And 
the days of the “‘snake pit" homes for the elderly are largely 
in the past. 

The scandal lies in the fact that large numbers of elderly 
patients can’t afford the system we've created for their 
accommodation, 


The nub of the problem is that médical science makes 
people live longer today. But society hasn’t been able to cope 
with the problem of their care, 

That’s-the-studied opinion not only of the writer but of 
many social workers, -hospital—officials and a large and 
pathetically helpless group of the more than 2,000 residents of 
our homes and hospitals for the aged. 


Don‘t Approach the Cost of Care 


What kind of mess are we in? 


We give our destitute aged a federal_pension of $105 at a 
time when boarding home operators claim they can't give: 
‘good care for less than $150: 


And about 30 per cent of boarding home residents here 
are in this category, Result is, that boarding homes don't 
want them. Operators; as a group, accept Only about five out 
of 25 to 35 applications each month. 

When these people, who have only their pensions, require 
private hospital care (when they are bed cases), we augment 
their pension, making $230 available to the private hospital 
operator. 

But the operators say they can't give adequate care for 
less than $270. (Fifty-six per cent of their present patients 
are now onthe -welfare—scale.> 
admissions from welfare—often refuse them. 

As a result, at time of writing, there are 50 such cases in 
the acute general hospitals, Royal Jubilee and St. Joseph's.

Six of 21 Found Care Available 


In Victoria during one recent month the city welfare 
office had 21 applications for private hospital beds. But only 
six applicants were placed. Patients with money, however, 
can almost always find a bed. 

The social worker in charge of placements for Victoria, 
Mrs. Muriel Leith, says: 

“If you gave me a new 100-bed hospital for 
welfare patients, I'd fill it in two days.” 

People who should be in private hospital beds are left in 
boarding homes where care is. minimal. Or they take up beds 
in acute hospitals geared to treat the more seriously ill. 

Waiting lists of people who should be in. acute hospitals 
are already outrageously long. 

People who should be in boarding homes—those who are 
not bed cases but who require to be fed and given medication 
and gentle assistance with their personal care, are left in 
their homes or in cheap hotel rooms: 

Many of them wither away there despite the efforts of 
Victorian Order of Nurses or Red Cross Homemakers.
